One year ago Heinze bought a con­ 
trolling interest from the Goulds, with 
whom he pledged his holdings as se­ 
curity for his promise to pay for them 
in full within one year. 
This loan of 
$1,200,000 was due to Edwin Gould and 
William Nelson Cromwell, who was a 
m em ber of the Gould party in the 
bank before the M ercantile was added 
to 
the 
Heinze-Morse-Thomas 
chain 
of financial houses. 
Up to the last 
m om ent allowed him, Heinze strug­ 
gled to m eet his obligations and so to 
retain his banking interests. 
His fail­ 
ure was chronicled in the following 
statem ent 
issued by 
Mr. 
Cromwell 
after a conference of the parties con­ 
cerned : 
“The Heinze stock in the M ercantile 
National bank has been acquired by 
Mr. Gould in a satisfactory arrang e­ 
m ent. 
Mr. Heinze was given every 
possible chance to pay for the stock, 
but because of his inability to do so in 
the time agreed upon we have been 
forced to take it over.” 
Heinze Directors Will Retire.

Buried Gold Found by Farm er Claim ed 
by the Duchy. 

Coroner, held 
an inquest at Liskeard Guild hall re­ 
cently on thirty-one gold coins found 
buried in Trem braze farm yard n ear 
the town. 
T he Coroner stated th a t no 
siinilnr inquiry had been held in Corn­ 
wall for a t least IOO years. 
If the ju ry found that the coins w ere 
treasu re trove, he said, they would he 
claimed by the Duchy of Cornwall, 
who, no doubt, would deal generously 
with the finder, .as was the practice of 
the Crown, 
•'“*nes Croker Govett, son 
of the ow ner of the farm, described 
how he found the coins while cleaning 
the farm yard. 
H is m o th er’s family, he said, had 
owned tho farm for many years, and 
he produced a document dated July 13, 
1745, relating to the finding of 55 1-2 
guineas in the floor of 
the 
barn of 
John C rocker and Dorothy, his wife. 
Mr. Volk, jeweler of Liskeard, said 
m any of the coins were rare. 
Eight 
were Portuguese milreis, dated 1682 to 
1725. 
The rem ainder were English, 
the most ancient 
being 
th ree gold 
units or 20s pieces of Jam es I. and 
Charles I., while the rest w ere guinea 
pieces dating from 1680 to 1725. 
The jury, of whic hhte m ayor (Ald. 
Bone) w as foreman, found th a t th e 
coins w ere treasure trove, and the cor­ 
oner handed them to the finder. 
Sub­ 
sequently they were claimed by Alex­ 
ander W ebster, steward of the duchy 
of Cornwall, and the m atter will be 
laid before the 
next 
m eeting of the 
duchy.—London Standard.

AT MEETING IN LONDON 


Noteholdera Decide to Appoint Re­ 
ceiver for Railroad. 
London, Jan. 9.—The expected m eet­ 
ing of the noteholders of the Chicago 
Great W estern Railway company with 
A P. Stickney, president of the com­ 
pany, was held here. 
It was decided 
to appoint a receiver for the company, 
to maintain the status quo during the 
time necessary to prepare a first mort­ 
gage bond covering all the indebted­ 
ness of the road and to obtain a vote 
of the stockholders on this measure. 
There were many 
noteholders 
at 
the meeting. 
Subsequent to the m eeting the fol­ 
lowing notification was issued by the 
London agency of the company: 
"At a m eeting of som e of the hold-v 
ere of 
the Chicago 
Great Western' 
railway notes, which mature shortly, 
the 
president 
of 
the company an­ 
nounced that in order to maintain the 
status quo it had been decided by the 
lxmdon finance com m ittee that appli­ 
cation should be made to a United 
States court for the creation of a 
temporary 
receivership 
until 
such 
tim e as the company shall have ob­ 
tained authorization from its stock­ 
holders for the issue of first mortgage 
bonds 
to an amount 
sufficient 
to 
finance its requirem ents.” 
Mr. Stickney, addressing the note­ 
holders, explained the circum stances 
of the railroad. 
H e dwelt upon the 
financial conditions in America, which 
interfere with the payment of the 5 
per cent notes that mature during this 
present year. 
The decision of the finance commit­ 
tee met with the approval of the note- 
h( filers.
